but because of tho want of communi- 
cation in tho valloy thoy havo been afraid 
to bring tlioir families hero and trust to 
the future fur road improsBmeut. A few 
roads made through the valley would bo a 
great indiicomont, and would tend to 
keep a class of settlers bore who, under 
pre.seiit circumstances, cannot think of 
i)ringing families into the heart of tho 
valley with such obstacles in the way. 
Thisre is perhaps at present nothing mure 
discouraging to those coming in in search 
of land than the ditiiuulty tu find out tho 
liouiidariea of ihoso already settled bore, 
and even these in many cases aro afraid 
to proceed with their improvement for 
fear of beini; on some (jther man's claim, 
and at some future time when a general 
survey is made, losing the laud they value 
most. A settler here some time ago 
btiilt a hiuiHo, but found to his loss that 
it was erected on his neighbor's claim 
'I'hero aro others, no doubt, iu the same 
fix. .\11 this is very discouraging and 
tends to act as a draj; on the settlement 
of this fine valley, bosidea causing much 
ill feeling among present settlers, and 
will must iissiiredly create in the end an 
amount of trouble and coiifiiaiun unless a 
remedy is provided at once. 

A OENF-RAL SURVKV 
would remedy all this, and would assist 
^^reatly tho settlement of the place, 
livery settler hero would bo only too ijlad 
to pay a small sum, say six or eight d<d- 
lars each, to havo their lands surveyed, 
and this would very nearly pay the ex- 
penses of any surveyor engaged by tho 
government to do the work. 

The want of a mail is also a drawback 
to Alberni and the people hero aro 
anxiously waiting to hear the result of 
their memorial sent.through the inspector 
to the postmaster general last fall. If we 
do not succeed for tho present to open up 
coinmunicalioii by the weal coa.nc we havo 
to l(jok to the (loveriimoiit who havo at 
heart the welfare of tho country to con- 
Htruct us a fjood wagon road to Nanaimo 
or some other safo^point on the east coast; 
either tho one or the other is iudispen-^ 
sable as the impurtance of our settlement 
cannot much longer allow us to remain 
isolated as wo are at present. The only 
way that people can como ho e for some 
time to Como is from tjualicuin by the 
trail' as tho schooner.^ aro all out sealing 
and will not probably return to town un- 
til June, Some people are afraitl to tackle 
the trail but in fine weather the scenery 
on tho way will repay them for tlieir 
trouble without spoakiiii.' of the advantage 
of climbing the divide, which is sure to 
give them a good appetite.

T!1M lioY if, rAS/7' TO IHKLAND 

To-morrow tlio I'rinco and Princess uf 
Wales will sot foot on Irish soil in pur- 
Bunnco of tho progranimo roceiitly an- 

noiiiicod. Many proytiosticationa have 
b(K!n in:ulo as to the aUitiido and conduct 
of the Irish penplu on this uimsual oc- 
ctision. There are Ht<ine who fear the 
future kinf; and ([uecn will be 8ul)jecte<l 
to insult. Others that thoy will ::)b re- 
ceived (as Parnoll udvisea) with "roapect- 
fnl neutrality;" nnd a few affect to think 
that thoy will receive a loyal wolcoino. 
All is mere conjectu're. Tiio Irish are an 
excitable ruce; hut thpy are very hoapil- 
uble and if thoy sliouhl cheoao to regard 
tho prince and princess as the nue.st.-i of 
the nation they will welcunie and enter- 
tain thuin as such. Tlio lord mayor of 
Dublin has figured in a very oontomptible 
lii;lit in tliis busiiiuss. Vie first declared 
that with liis own liands he would haul 
down tho Mansion House lli!,' rallier than 
allow it to wave in liuiior of tiie royal 
visitors. 'Phis ilocl' > iti'Ui ptoised tiiu 
rabble miyhlily; but me lord mayor after- 
wards apologi/od for tlie disluyid remark 
and now he is ihe most iinpopiilur maii in 
Dublin and has to ho guarded by tlie po- 
lice. The object, tliat it is li.ipeii to attain 
by the visit reiiiaios uiu^xplaiiied; but 
that, it will lend to mollify and conciliate 
the Irish people is .iMubtful. We do not 
anticipate scenes of violence; luit tlieni 
is ruaaon to fear that the visit will not 
produce i;ood n^suits. Since August, 
18'21, when (;eort;e IV. landed at Howth, 
(HI hi^ (irst and lust, visit to Ireland, royal 
proijresaes throiiL;h Ireland liave been few 
and far between. Kroni that lime up to 
August, 1849, when tho Qaeon, twelve 
years after her accession, went to Ireland, 
visits (if the SovereiL'Ti wore unknown. 
In the latter year the t^)ueon was aceom 
panied by the late Pri co Coiiaort, the 
Prince of Wales, the Princess Royal, 
Prince .Mfrod.and the late (irand Duchess 
of Hesao Dannatadt, then Princess .\lice. 
The roj'iil party reached Kingstown on 
Au(;ust 3, 1840, and, going to Dublin, re- 
mained there fcuir days, tlioir reception 
beiii^' overywluire of a royal kind. Kour 
years aftei wards, .in Aiiuust 'JO, 185;*, 
IJer Majesty, aeooinpaiiied by her luia- 
band ami the Pniiee of Wales, again went 
to Dublin, when the royal party visited 
the Groat Industrial Exhibition. Their 
reception then was quite hh cordial as pre- 
viotialv; and eitdit yeais later, in tho \\\ 
gust of 18(11, the Queen paid anotliur 
visit to Irehiud, when she was welcomed 
with the heartiest entluisiasm. The Prince 
of Wales was at tliat time doiiii; military 
dutyatCurragh, and thither Her iMajeaty 
and the Prince Consort proceeded, and a 
review of the troops was held, and from 
that point the Queen and Prince Consort 
proceeded to Killiirney , where they were 
entertained by Lord Castleroase and i\lr. 
Herbert, leaviiiLt l'Ciiij;3town on their way 
to Balmoral. That was the last occasion 
on which Her Majesty visited Ireland, 
now about twenty-four years ago. 
The present visit is understood to have 
been and alroiif^dy jiressed by Lord Spen- 
cer. Mr. Gladstone coneiiired with tho 
view of tho lord lieutenant; so did the 
cabinet, or a lari,'o iiMjonty of tho cab- 
inet, and upon the repieseuuitioiis sub- 
mitted to Her Majesty the opposition, or 
rather reluctance, of the Queen was 
fina'ly overcoiue and the decision taken. 
There was no dilHculty with the Priiioo 
himself. He declared himself delmlitod 
•with tins prospect of a visa to Ireland. If 
he had been letps so the public spirit ho 
has so often shown would have led hitn to 
assent cordi.iUy, for himself and for the 
I'rilicess. Without the Pi'incea.s the visit

IN UP WAH. 

Russian finance is in an extremely bad 
state, hut a war witli England would 
cripple tliat linar.e.' in a variety of ways — 
directly, as i^very one can see, by iiicreaB- 
ing largely the iiiilitiu y expeiulitiire, and 
indirectly by the lil.ickade ..f the Russian 
ports. At present the Russian e.\|)ort 
trade consists alnnst entirely uf raw 
material, such as corn, flnx, hemp and 
the like. A war would immediately lead 
to the blockadt! of tlitj wh..le of the Rus- 
sian ports, aiul all these |ir.iducl3 would 
be shut ill, or else could be exported only 
through Gerniiiiiy and Austria. The round- 
about export woiihl increase greatly 
tho expense, and there wiiuld conae 
quently be an iiiiiiienae falling off 
in tho exports of the empire. The 
peasants, alriNuly crippled by exorbitant 
axation an.l I.jv.' prices, would ho 
ruined by this pn liibitioii of exports; 
their markets would bo closed against 
them, and they would have no prutitablo 
sale of their surplus prodiictirin. The 
Saturday Review says Ihe result might be 
an agricultural revolt; but iu any case it 
would increaBe eiiormnnfily tho dilliculties 
of tho governnient ill meeting the interest 
upon its foreign debt. In tho case of 
India, on the other hand, there would be 
noJjlockade; while the Ilussian blockade 
would diminish the competition with In- 
dian wheat, ,ind w.uild thua beuelit the 
Indian farmers Furthermore, if actual 
invasion were av. rled and tho war waa 
fought out ill (.Jenlral Asia, Indian pro- 
duo'.inn would bo stimulated by tho de- 
mands of all kinds fur the supply of tho 
troops, and in the long run, doubtless, inar- 
keta would be opened up in Central Aaia for 
many Indian iirodncts. The eost of tho 
•war at the siime lime would bo very heavy,

Siff FaANOiHoo, April C. — Tho steamer 
Oooinio arrived thia afternoon. Hong- 
kong dates of Match 10, Yokolioma 2l8t. 
Tho Shanghai Mercury aays that the 
Viceroy of Yunnan and Kwae Chong pro- 
vinces has issued a decree commanding 
the destruction of all Roman Catholic 
converts. Tho decree also orders all 
Roman Catholic converts and all foreign- 
ers to bo killed. Reports had reached 
Shanghai that sovoral villages of Roman 
Catholic soiitimonta had already been 
destroyed, and several hundred 
converts killed. Tho village of 
Kingnping, two days journey from 
Tali has been destroyed and forty 
converts and two priests killed. The 
only reason assigned by the Chinese 
Viceroy for tho masBacro is that the 
Roman Catholics wero going to revolt 
against the Chineso government. 

Viceroy Li Hung Chang has a[ipointed 
Qon. Lnhmanii, a Prussian ollicer, to the 
chief command of the Chinese artillery. 

HoNGKO.No, April 6 — \ Shanghai bank- 
ing corporation has negotiated a loan of a 
million and a half pounds sterling for the 
Chineie government. Tho maritime cus- 
toms is given as security for tho loan. 

ENGLAND. 
London, April G. — The government 
will charter fast ocean steamers. They 
will receive ten guns each, and each. will 
have transportation facilities fur 1,0U0 
mon. Twenty thousand mon will ini 
mediately be drafted fur regiments serv- 
ing iu India. 

EGYPT. 

SuAKiM, April 6.— Gen. Wolaoley is 
expected hero soon. It is believed the 
guards will soon embark for tho new post.

l.'pwards of 1 100 yeans before Cliriat 
tho Cliinesc wore a jieople ruled by a 
dynasty of kings, of whom, like tho 
Pharaohs of old, there is no clear his- 
tory and not until the "Chow".dynaHty, 
B U. 1 125, ia there any history of the 
main Chinese State. The Chinese take 
their history back to the time of Noah. 
This very ancient empire has borne in 
its tiiiio many names, for it was tho 
custom when a new dynasty ascended 
the throne to give another name to the 
inipire, as Hai-que, Ohuro-que, Han- 
qn(% etc., according to the name of the 
ruling monarch. The true name is said 
to be Cliunique, "the center kingdom 
of the world." This term was by usage 
corrupted to Chin-quo, and from thia 
word the Portuguese gave it the namo 
of (Miiiia. China proper consists of 
('ight(?en provinces, containing 250,- 
000,000 people. 



CiiOKfUT makes tho fol- 
lowing interesting little contribution 
to The New York World:- 

'•I don't clearly see what sense there 
is in making hucIi a fuss about Mexi- 
cans and Te.xaiis crossing an imaginary 
bouiidaiy-line after horse thieves and 
murderers. We have established pro- 
cedenta enough for it in British Col- 
umbia. A military expedition was mado 
from Washington Territory to Alaska, 
"across lots" as late as 1883, by onler 
of tho Dojiartment Commander and in 
deliaiice of British law and rule.

A lake 
lately madn near tlic cvntre of the park 
is overhung with trees, and crownod by 
a'centre island. Another pretty lak(> 
adorns the west garden, while ono of 
the broad shrubbery walks on the op- 
'|)Osite bide of the house winds between 
rare pines and garden shrubs to the 
spacious stahlcs, near which are a long 
series of kennels for rare dogs coliecteJ 
from various countries, while to big 
black bears in a pit hard by attract the 
notice of every stranger. On the east 
side of the house is the kitchen garden, 
■with il-.i excellent ranees of fruithouHf's 
fljul glazed walls, and beyond an; the 
■ Princess's dainty dairy and the home 
farm. 

Many of the oaks in the ])ark arc 
fine old trees which for centuries have 
defied the wintry blasts which are so 
trying in tlie h2astern countries. The 
de(!r add much to the beauty of the 
parki»while iu the plantations, which at 
once shelter and entbellish the roads in 
tile neighorhood of the house, the bird 
cherry and wild crab pee]) out from be 
"hind the firs and cross the silver stems 
of the beech trees. The old manor 
house was pulled down in 18G3, Ijcing 
alike iiiad('<[uate for the tequirenients 
•of the royal household, and so cioderni- 
zed as to leave no associations with the 
^past. The preseat house, which occu[)ies 
the'snine site and has the same aspect, 
is a good-looking red brick hou.se, with 
white stonework windows of modern 
and picturesque, irregular outline. A 
suite of drawiiig-rooni.s faces the lake 
and parterres, and a broad corridor 
unitaa.rooma to the ciitrnce hall. A 
beautiful colored cH-awing by M. Zichy, 
gives a sketch of the saloon with its 
•illustrious inmates at afternoon t(!a. At 
the top of this picture is a painting of 
Sandririybani Mall, beneath it the 
-Prince's e.'<cuteheon, and ai."< vigaeUes, 
^-'divided by bronzed and greon l>i-anclies 
of foliagt^, represent the occupations 
and auiusenieiits of the day. Two li 
braries Occupy llie eliief space between 
the saloon aud the corner of the house 
next to tli(! linn' avenue. Cheerful win- 
, dowa^ light up the interiors which are 
"^51110(1,618 of comfort and good airange 
o^me^ts, and on the shelves are to be 
£found^a'choice coileolion of. standard 
English worics, many of the French and 
German books, and some English coun- 
ty histories, which are almost us little 
BLudiLnl as l)lue books, though affording 
an almost equal amount of useful in- 
fonnalion. 

What we have said will suffice to 
ehow that the Sandringliain estate is a 
model one, and the houses of the labor- 
ers niigli t Ihm mitated (dhi'w hen;. The 
church of Si. Mary Magdalene, a]>- 
.preached tliroiii;li the garden by an 
• avenue of old trees, i.s of the late per- 
pendicular style, with battlements round 
the walls an J tower, and stands nobly 
on a risini; ground. It was first resior- 
ed in I85;j by Lady Harriet Cowju^r, 
wife of the JJoii. ypencer,to coiinnenior- 
ate their only ehihl, but much beauti- 
fied since the ea.'itle came into the 
Prince of Wales's hand.s.
